It took years to make me capable and 
fit. How can these girls, many of them 
thinking of nothing but their own 
pleasure, be an asset to any firm? 

“And look at what other business or- 
ganizations do! Every week there are 
proken - hearted, middle-aged _ sales- 
people, who have spent the best part 
of their lives in their positions, being 
“Yet out’ for the incompetent new- 
comers. 

“What will be the result of this 
policy? With the high cost of living, Jt 
nas been almost impossible for many 
women workers to save anything, and 
the result will be many, many more to 
fill the ranks of the aged dependents 
to whom they are trying now to give 
pensions. This will mean more taxes 
for the peo/fle. 

‘I am an American, a voter, in the 
best of health, a comscientious and 
hard worker, with two depending on 
me. with all the qualificatiofis pre- 
viously stated. Does it not seem 
shameful that I cannot get work? It 
is my only period of idleness in my 
whole business career. I just walked 
out of one position into another until 
this emergency—due solely to my gray 
juairs!”

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UCH discrimination against the 
middle-aged womar ef secms to 
us frankly outrageous and utterly 
unjustifiable. Yet every woman down- 


town knows that it exists. Stuart Chase, 
author of ‘“‘Men and Machines,” one of 
the summer’s most thought-provoking 
books, has in the current Harper’s a 
tragically illuminating article about the 
lay-off of men and women at the age 
of forty. 

‘Do they stop because they -have 
saved a competence upon which to 
retire?” he writes. ‘“‘They do not; the 
great majority are fortunate if they 
have saved enough to pay the under- 
taker. Do they stop because they no 
longer want to work? They do not; 
they go on their knees for a chance 
to continue. 

“Workers are being forced out of 
industry owing to mergers, the en- 
croachments of the machine, and other 
causes. They start to look for new 
positions. Then the deadline begins 
lo operate. The younger aré taken on; 
the older aré left to walk the streets. 

“Never until the last few years, and 
in no other country save America, have 
age limits been set up—written or un- 
written—in quantity lots; never has

The royalists of France are in ec- 
stacy. Henri, son of the Duke de Gulse, 
has just reached his majority. The 
Duke de Guise is the Bourbon pre- 
tender to the throne of France. He 
lives in exile at the Anjou Manc>: in 
Brussels.

HEN you and 1 were children we 
went on fanuly outings, whole- 


\ sale visits.to relatives snd 


spent many evcuings--father, motnes, 
p-others anl sisters—ali together in 
the family tiving room. 

But to-duy it 1s Meerally true that 
no two men;bers of wie <hinlly spend 
their leisure hours wyetner. Father 
goes golfin5, motas: plays bridge, big 
sister has one set of friends and little 
sister has anothey. Big prother plays 
paseball with the fellows from the 
junior high; little brother plays base- 
ball with his friends in the fifth’ 
grad& There is no common ceritre Of 
interest; there is scarcely even any 
overlapping. 

That is the way things are in most 
homes, It is perhaps too bad bnt we 
can no more bring back the o!d etyle of 
family life than we can bring pack the 
spinning wheel. Must we then lose the 
special virtue of family life—its soli- 
darity of affection and sympathy born 
of a common mecting ground for the 
most diverse ages and temperaments 
and interests? 

Not at all. The value of tamlly life
